A credit agreement among the wholesalers 
is a very simpie implement with which to 
work this needed change. We have sounded 
many of the leading retail marketmen on the 
subject of a uniform rule to enforce a weekly 
settlement of accounts and find a singularly 
unanimous assent to it. Such an agreement 
would, as a matter of rote, force the retailer 
to collect from his customer. Certainly such 
an agreement would drive the delinquent from 
the block, but the longer he remains there as 


a delinquent the greater he is a menace to the

OLEO AND NEUTRAL LARD. 


The oleo oil market in Rotterdam has been 
very slow all week, choice oil selling at 46, 
market exceedingly quiet and little business 
doing. The season is now at hand when 
dairy butter arrives in Europe in large quanti- 
ties, and hence the outlook for oleo oil rather 
unfavorable. Neutral lard very quiet, prices 
sagging off in sympathy with the western 
provision markets. 





A leading broker, under date of April 29, in 
reviewing the market, said: 

There was very little doing in the Rotter- 
dam oleo market. The big churners had suf- 
ficient supply to keep them out of the market, 
while the smaller ones had to pay an ad- 
vance of 1 to 2 gulden. Stocks are extremely 
light and shipments moderate. If melters will 
remain firm, higher prices would seem prob- 
able. 

Neutral was firmer, with very little choice 
offered and No. 2 advanced 1 gld., selling as 
high as 36 gid. 

The imports of butter into Ta —* the 
three months ending April 1, 1 were 885 
000 ewt., against 931, the same time in 
1 This increase was principally furnished 
by this country and Australasia, the latter 
showing an increase of 33,000 cwt. 

England imported about 900 ewt. more but- 
terine during the first three months of 1899 
than in 1898, the total being 240,189 cwt.. 
of which Holland alone furnished 226,396 
ewt. Norway barely held its own, furnishing

SWINE IN EGYPT. 
Consul General Harrison writes from 
Cairo: 
Egypt being a Musselman country, the 


breeding of pigs is not an extensive industry. 
Pigs are raised chiefly by the Copts (Christ- 
ians) of Upper Egypt, and are bought by 
Greek and German butchers for sale in the 
large towns where Europeans reside. Besides 
the native variety, a breed is imported from 
Malta. The native pig fattens with difficulty 
and rarely weighs over 250 pounds dead 
weight. Butchers pay 12% cents per oke (2% 
pounds) live weight for young pigs. The ani- 
mals are fed on maize, beans, clover, 
kitchen waste.

ARMY BEEF ECHOES. 


While the whole world is sitting with bated 
breath waiting for the President to officially 
uncover the report—the verdict of which we 
foreshadowed-—of the Court of Inquiry ap 
pointed by him and specially commissioned to 
probe Gen, Miles’ charges as to the army food 
contractors, confirmatory evidence of the 
value of that food and of the laudable efforts 
made for our army in the field are coming 
out. These echoes are pleasant reliefs from 
the strain of a few weeks ago, when the com- 
manding general of the army had unpatriot- 
ically and in an unsoldierly manner traduced 
the official and commercial honor of his coun- 
try at a trying and critical period. The atmos- 
phere is now clearing and Gen. Miles is grad- 
ually but inevitably and justly standing forth 
in his true light. He has done more harm 
than he is worth. That is all there is to 
say of him. 

The Secretary of War, at Detroit, in a 
speech before the Michigan Society Sons of 
the American Revolution raised up a spectre 
of the past which also raised much food for 
meat thought anent the present stir about 
army contract beef. Gen. Alger was speaking 
of the late fighters in Cuba and elsewhere, 
while -his reminiscent vision rested on the 
camp life of other days when he said: 

“Supposing they had a little beef spoiled, 
what of it? If they had had no beef at all 
they would have had more than Gen. 
Wheeler and I had in that other war.” 

There were no beef slanderers in “that other 
war,” and “that other war’’ waged hot be- 
tween hard and daring fighters who were 
often foodless, without a slandering com- 
manding chief or court of inquiry to refight 
battles over the nation’s excellent meat and 
other foods. Secretary Alger told an his- 
torical truth when he further said: 

“This administration has done more for 
the army than any other administration that 
ever existed.”’ 

He spoke from the

standpoint of food, 
camp’ comfort, and he 
spoke the truth. Every soldier on either side 
of the fierce conflict of a generation ago 
knows that he spoke the truth. Those sol- 
diers would have welcomed the Cuban fight- 
ers’ chance for food as well as the quality af 
it. 

Gen. Merritt, on 
“The army lived well.” 

Apropos of the question of feeding the army 
with beef on the hoof, Cuban cattle statistics 
are interesting, for it is known at the War 
and the Navy Departments, and believed by 
most all intelligent thinkers, that transporta- 
tion could not have been furnished for live 
cattle, even if that kind of food had been the 
best, though it in no was the best. 
Before the Spanish operations began against 
the insurgents in Cuba there were 700,000 
head of cattle in the province of Puerto Prin- 
cipe. There are now less than 10,000 head 
there. This, too, in the face of fine pastures, 
Cattle could not have been bought. 

The whole beef controversy is but another 
phase of the method of our polities which 
drags into the heat of party warfare honor, 
the army and every other influence which 
will win a vote or cause the loss of one, what- 
ever the result. 

Many years ago England had her meat 
scandal, This time it was a campaign of 
publicity to discredit a Semite. 
back in 1846, when a British navy contract 
caused a stir, and had the country on the 
verge of a riot. The circumstances produc 
ing this excitement were these: A Hun- 
garian Jew secured a contract for the deliv- 
ery of 2,500,000 pounds of beef to the navy. 
This was to be packed in canisters by a new 
process. The attack was aimed at the con- 
tractor more than at the meat, with the

FREEZING FOR MANILA. 


The big 1,500,000 Ib government contract 
for beef for Manila takes a herd of about 
2.500 cattle in one bunch. On Tuesday, 750, 
000 pounds of this meat was in the hold of 
the Glacier frozen as hard as a brick and one 
and a half trainloads more was being frozen 
as fast as the machines could harden them. 
It is hoped to get this refrigerator ship away 
some time next week; one week from to-day is 
the time contemplated, though there are 
causes which may delay her departure. It is 
no small job to handle and freeze 400,000 
pounds of meat in three days. Under normal 
conditions, smaller quantities can be frozen 
in forty-eight hours. The cold stores are 
handling this shipment in a superb manner.

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MEAT CANNING. 


(Written for The National Provisioner and Copy- 
righted.) 
XI. 
Mock Turtle Soup. 

Take the soup resulting from the cooking or 
shrinking of beef for canning purposes for 
the basis of this: Boil 100 gallons of the soup 
liquor until it is reduced to a bulk of about 
35 gallons; take of this 25 gallons, place it 
in a 100-gallon jacketed kettle and add to 
this essence 50 gallons of jelly (made from 
the gelatine obtained from fresh bones), half 
a gallon mushroom catsup, three pounds salt. 
half a pound of white pepper, four ounces 
mace, two ounces nutmeg, one ounce of cloves, 
two pounds sugar and twenty pounds of flour 
(made into a thin batter and put through a 
sieve). When the latter is put into the kettle, 
have the contents boiling and stir well while 
adding the batter. Now add to the above 
mixture 10 gallons “liquor,” made in the fol- 
lowing manner: Cut up 100 pounds carrots 
into small dice, and 40 pounds onions, add to 
these ten ounces Marjoram, eight ounces tari- 
gan herbs, eight ounces thyme, four ounces 
summer savory, two ounces bay leaves, and 
two ounces celery seed. Put all the above 
into a 100-gallon jacketed kettle, cover with 
water and boil slowly until it is reduced in 
bulk one half, which will take about ten 
hours. When the mock turtle soup is ready, 
place in the two-pound cans, six ounces car- 
rots cut in dice and two ounces minced 
onions, filling up to two pounds one ounce 
weight with the soup. Wipe the cans well 
and cap, leaving the vents open, Put cans into 
retort, exhaust closed, and cover tight. Pro- 
cess for one hour and a half at three pounds 
pressure, After the requisite time has 
elapsed, shut off steam and blow off pressure 
very slowly. Withdraw the cans from the 
retort, stop the vents and return cans to re- 
tort. Boil off for one hour and three quar- 
ters at eight pounds pressure, having the ex- 
haust of the retort open. 

Sometimes mock turtle eggs are also placed 
in the cans of this soup. 

The method of preparing these eggs will be 
deseribed in our next issue. 





Answers to Correspondents. 


CANNER, TORONTO.—It is impossible to 
give the prices fruit and vegetable packers 
pay for their raw material, as the prices paid 
are governed entirely by the season, quality 
and section of the country. In making con- 
tracts for these vegetables, the individual 
must use his judgment. The condition of the 
product should be carefully looked into, and 
the price graded accordingly. 

A. B. AND F. F. B.—If you are having dif- 
ficulty with your oil have it examined. The 
best oil for compressors is a pure mineral oil 
free from animal or vegetable oils. Such oil 
must also not congeal at low temperatures. 
(2.) Regular cylinder oil, however, should be 
used for the steam cylinder, and a free flow- 
ing oil of sufficient body for all bearings and 
other wearing surfaces. 

TANNER, MANITOWOC.—The action of 
sulphurie acid is a great aid in extracting the 
grease from fleshings. The grease will be of 
goed color if care is used in the operation. On 
anu average 150 hides will make about a barrel 
of grease. The refuse is valuable as a fertil- 
izer.

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Chicago Provision Market. 


Provisions have fluctuated very little of 
late, and the professional expectation is that 
the limits will be narrow Ones for some time 
to come. Stocks of product are too large to 
make an advance easy, except with a broader 
speculation, than’ now exists. The cash de- 
mand is not so good as last year, and this is 
particularly true of lard. After a decidedly 
dull April, when light hog receipts gave a 
pretext for speculative advance, it is gen- 
erally felt that much advance in May or 
June, when larger receipts are to be expected, 
is rather improbable. The professional method 
is to await the May-June run of hogs and to 
expect the bull market in the summer. Car- 
rving charges have widened out surprisingly 
and are likely to keep heavy until the cash 
demand considerably improves. The out- 
sider is still long on a great deal of product. 
Instead of giving up and getting out as the 
May delivery day approached, he simply 
changed over to July and paid a heavy toll. 
The professional view is that a bull provision 
market must, to last any length of time, al- 
ways be started by a cash demand and be 
helped along at the outset by the packers, who 
are the best informed always as to the con- 
cunietive position. Prospects are for a con- 
tinued fair supply of hogs. The price of hogs 
is still higher than the price of product, the 
packers losing about 50c on every hog.

New Imitation Leather. 

A new imitation of leather consists of an 
extra heavy surface of a tough, elastic com- 
position laid on a single thickness of either 
drill or duck. When it.is used for car seat 
covering, in which great strength and dura- 
bility are required, one thickness of heavy 
duck takes the place of two pieces of cloth 
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pastel together, as a built-up texture of more 
than one thickness is apt to result in blister- 
ing. The material is embossed by the electro- 
plate process that is used for finishing leather, 
so that any of the commercial grain surfaces 
can be reproduced in all colors. The product 
is so like real leather in color, feeling, dura- 
bility and general appearance that the de- 
tection of the difference is difficult. Notwith- 
standing its close similarity to the best mo- 
rocco leather, the new material can be pro- 
duced, it is said, for one-third the price of 
hand-buffed upholstery leather.—Exchange.

12,969 63,482 14,285 
CATTLE.—The cattle market for the we 
week was not what the shipper would call : 
very satisfactory one. The _ highest mee 
paid for the week for well finished cattle, 
1,350 Ibs. average, $5.30, but while the light 
weights held their own and sold fairly well, 
heavy cattle was of slow dragging sale and 
the decline for the week was from 10 to Ue. 
per 100 Ibs. In fact, they touched about the 
iow est point of the present season. Monday of 
past week opened with a bearish feeling in 
the minds of the purchasers of native cows 
and heifers and lower prices accepted, but 
for the balance of the week they had to 
change their tactics—the receipts small, and 
the market not only recovered what it lost 
on Monday, but showed an advance and 
strong market for the balance of the week.

Some 760 Ibs. average heifers sold at $4.75.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES IN PARIS. 

There are in the city of Paris three slaugh- 
terhouses, viz.: Villette, Grenelle, and Ville- 
juif. During the year 1896, there were 
slaughtered 300,243 head, of which 295,438 
were of French origin and 4805 foreign. This 
total is an increase of 1633 head over the year 
1895, but as the cattle of 1895 weighed on 
the average more than those of 1896, the 
amount in weight has not materially in- 
creased. 

As regards the slaughter per month of that 
year (1896), it varies from 21,898 head in 
April to 28,697 head in November, the av- 
erage being for the year about 25,000 to 26,000 
head per month. 

The sale of beef has not increased, which 
is accounted for by the marked increase in 
the production, since two years, of pork and 
its products, and the low price. This last- 
named meat being comparatively rare in 1894, 
it was to the advantage of farmers and stock 
raisers to produce the same and reap the pro- 
portionate benefits. The increase of the pro- 
duetion of beef is the direct result of the low 
price of animal.food in 1895. 

As to French cattle, the breed known as 
“Cholet’” (Rayon d’Or) supplied for 1896 
74.841 head; Normandy, 62,629; White (Ber- 
richons, Charolais, and Nivernais), 40,496; 
Algerian, 453—out of the total of 295,438 
head. 

The importation of foreign animals in 1896 
shows a slight increase as regards cattle and 
calves over the year 1895, but a decrease as 
to sheep and hogs. The price for cattle in 
1896: was low and obtained with difficulty. 
Out of 4805 head of cattle received from 
abroad, America furnished 4289 head; Spain, 
217; Portugal, 299; being for America an in- 
crease over 1895 of 2354 head and a decrease 
for Spain and Portugal of 141 and 1080 head, 
respectively. 

In 1896, 300,093 head of cattle left the stock 
market in Paris. Of this total, 190,581 went 
to the three slaughterhouses of Paris, 450 
head for delivery in the city, and 109,058 for 
exterior delivery. 

A large number of the animals sold at the 
Villetf@ ntarket are not for Parisian consump- 
tion, as nearly «a third is bought by provin- 
cial butchers residing within a radius of sixty 
miles of Paris, and the wholesale dealers of 
the large towns to the north and east of Paris. 
The following figures will show as near is 
possible the percentage of meat weight after 
slaughtering and dressing the animal:

The animals are disinfected at the cattle 
markets twice a week, after each sale day, 
which service has been in operation since 1888 
and is performed by seventy employees. The 
disinfectant used is of antiseptic products in 
accordance with prescription, and made under 
the control of the official sanitary service. 
The sale of the animals is conducted by an 
officially authorized corps of one hundred and 
twelve commission men, who receive from 3 
to 5 franes (57.9 to 96.5 cents) per head com- 
mission. 

A municipal charge of 3 francs per head is 
made forthe space on the day of sale in the 
market, and 50 centimes (10 cents) per head 
per day for stabling, and also a charge of 25 
centimes (5 cents) per head for disinfection. 

The charge of 3-franes per head produced 
in es a revenue ‘of 900,729 franes ($173,- 
840.69); stabling, 124,840 franes ($24,094); 
disinfection, 75,060 franes ($14,487). 

For the year 1896, of the 213,679 head 
slaughtered, the average meat prodyct was 
347 kilograms (765 pounds) per head, or a 
total supply of 74,136,429 kilograms (163,441,- 
171 pounds), selling on an average per kilo- 
gram (2.2046 pounds) for the year at 1.66 
frances (82 cents). 

As to the different uses to which the other 
parts of the animal are applied, the prices 
vary somewhat, but on an average can- be 
given as follows: 

Hides, 60 to 70 francs ($11.58 to $13.51) per 
100 kilograms (220 pounds). These go to the 
tanner. The hair sells from 8 to 10 Pais. in 
($1.54 to $1.93) per 100 kilograms, : 
largely used for making gun rantings sale 
tilizer, and also enters in the fabrication of 
a sort of tissue, half vegetable, called “thi- 
baude.” The bones sell for 6  frangs ($i. 15) 
per 100 kilograms, and are used by the man- 
ufacturers of glue, fertilizers, and chemical 
products. The horns bring about 30 franes 
($5.79) per 100 kilograms and are principally 
used for the manufacture of knife handles, 
etc. The hoofs sell at 8 to 9 franes (#154 
to $1.73) per 100 kilograms and are used by 
fertilizer manufacturers.

They are the Bohlen-Huse 
Company, the Consumers’ Company and the 
People’s Company. The fourth plant is be- 
ing built on Union street, and will be known 
as the Memphis Ice Company. Some time ago 
a cut was made in the price of ice, it being at 
that time 30 cents per hundred.

Tax on Refrigerator Cars. 


A question of considerable importance relat- 
ing to the taxing power of the several States 
was decided by the Supreme Court of the 
United States last week, in a suit by the 
Treasurer of Arapahoe county, Colorado, 
against American Refrigerator Transit Com- 
pany. The controversy involved the power of 


the State of Colorado to impose a tax upon 
refrigerator cars employed in the transporta- 
tion of perishable freight, such a fruits, yveg- 
etables and meat, between points within the 
State and points outside its boundaries. The 
Colorado Supreme Court held that the right 
of taxation existed in respect to such cars, al- 
though they were unquestionably instrumen- 
talities of interstate commerce, and the :Su- 
preme Court, at Washington is of the same 
opinion. Although it did not appear that any 
particular refrigerator cars were continuously 
within the State, it was proved that forty 
such cars on an average were always engaged 
in business there, and this habitual use of 
that number was held to render them liable 
to State taxation. Under the doctrine of ‘the 
Pullman palace car case the employment’of 
the cars in interstate commerce does not ex- 
empt them from taxation by the State, inas- 
much as the State has not taxed them because 
they are so employed, but ‘because they are 
within its territorial limits,

Effective April 24, 1899, rate of 22 ceuts 
per 100 pounds will apply on sugar, from New 
Orleans, La., to stations on the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg & Gulf Railroad, Ruliff to Southern 
Pacific cross, Texas, inclusive. 

Effective April 24, 1899, rates from Kansas 
City, Mo., to Port Arthur, Nederland and Ex- 
perimental Farm, Tex., will be the same as 
applicable to Beaumont, Texas. 

Effective April 25, 1899, New Orleans rates 
will apply, as maxima, from Houston and 
Galveston, Texas, to interstate points on and 
west of the Mississippi river, also to Chicago 
and intermediate points.

I:vidently there is much need for new men 
and new methods in the preparing and deliv- 
efing of meat, ete., in the Cuban capital, if 
cleanliness and good health is maintained. 
Surely the above remark will be generally en- 
dorsed after reading the subjoined correspond- 
ence to the New York “Press”: 

“The sight of pieces of flesh, blackened 
with flies, suspended in the sun beside a shop 
door, is bad enough—but worse to see it de- 
livered from the butcher's eart. Having re- 
ceived his order for so many pounds of carne 
(meat) a day, as we order ice, the butcher 
drives around in the morning, toots his horn 
to announce his arrival, selects a chunk of 
the proper weight and throws it in at the door 
with the long, sliding roll of a champion ten- 
pin player. The raw mass bounds along the 
dusty floor, losing nothing in transit, yet leav- 
ing a bloody trail on its way to the patio, 
where it often stays long unnoticed, until a 
servant happens to stumble over it. Only one 
thing in the line of food is alleged to be ab- 
solutely clean, and that is milk, which is 
taken direct from the cow, before your eyes, 
at the door. It sells for 15 cents a glass, but 
is said to be more unwholesome even than the 
meat, as all the cattle of Cuba are diseased. 

“Butter you would better avoid while in 
Cuba, as none is made here, and the imported 
stuff is generally too rank to be tolerated. 
The bread, however, is excellent, if one can 
overcome his natural repugnance to the tiny 
black specks with which it is peppered lib- 
erally, each speck meaning a well-baked flea. 
Each small, sweet loaf is wrapped in a ba- 
nana leaf before baking, which gives to the 
crust its delicate brown. You may furnish 
the flour yourself, if you like, receiving from 
the baker an average of 90 pounds of bread 
for 100 pounds of flour.”

TRADE DRAGGING—BUYERS SCARCE 
AND INSISTING ON EASIER 
PRICES, WHILE THE STATISTI 
CAL POSITION SUPPORTS SELL- 
ERS’ VIEWS—AN EXPORT DE 
MAND IS DESIRED. 


There is a decided calm concerning the atti 
tude of the buyers, and the traders in New 
York have little to do, or at least those on 
the Produce Exchange, except to sit about 
and wait for the first symptoms of renewed 
vitality. Naturally at this time of the year 
the commission houses here are receiving or 
ders to sell odds and ends from the winding 
up of the production; these are mostly of 
small lots; as they come, however, from nu 
merous sources they are able in all to mak: 
a respectable sized offering, and over which 
in their urgency to sell, upon instructions at 
least from some of the mills, who are desir 
ous, as usual to clean out for the season, they 
intimate they might shade prices, although 
not openly offering to place them under the 
figures of the previous week. This applies 
more to those limited quantities on the dock, 
over which there is an indisposition to meet 
the incidental expenses attached to storing, 
yet some of the moderate sized lots have been 
offered to arrive. There is ao abatement iu 
any other respect of the position which had 
been held, and which has been based upon the 
unusually favorable statistical position. But 
it looks as though an export demand would 
be received with a little less indifference than 
latterly, and that the complexion of affairs 
would be changed at once with the slightest 
disposition of the foreign markets to take 
hold at current figures. Just how much long 
er the shippers may hold off is decidedly un 
decided. While all reports from the chief 
foreign consuming markets are that their 
held stocks are working into consumers’ 
hands freely, that the makes of compound 
lard are especially liberal upon the Continent, 
and that the use of the oil for soap purposes 
upon the Continent and United Kingdom 
markets is unprecedented for this time of 
year, while it has gone this season beyond all 
previous years, yet the fact remains that the 
disposition shown by these foreign sources is 
to allow their accumulations to get as low as 
possible before renewed operations upon the 
supplies of this country, and naturally. so in 
consideration of the fact that most of the 
supplies held. there had cost less money than 
the current trading basis, and as bought early 
in the seasou, through which early time as 
well they had secured ahead a fair quantity 
which had been sent out through March and 
April, and only recently arrived there. But 
for this month’s delivery the shippers have 
very little coming to them on,.old. contracts, 
and essentially now demands abroad are 
working’ upon held stocks and which are 
steadily falling away, whilé they must be 
sooner or later replenished whatever the con- 
ditions of the markets in this country may 
be. It would seem as though the supplies in 
this country must be closely bought up before 
the new crop season, whatever dullness -may 
appear occasionally, and that sellers at some 
future time must have a decided controlling 
influence over prices as based upon require-

ments of the oil to any possible supplies for 
the remainder of the season, no matter the 
current rather tame look to affairs as inci- 
dental to the suspended important interest of 
shippers. The prices at the foreign markets 
this week have not indicated a near future 
development of demands thence, and about 
the only business that has been current here 
has been with the home trade, while these 
wants have been of a conservative order. The 
home trade feeling that it is not having com 
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peting demands takes a somewhat more in- 
different position over the offerings to them, 
while feeling a litthe more secure in their at- 
titude from the fact that the compound lard

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trading has fallen off and that it is now 
rather slack. This of course applies to prime 
oil, and has brought out offers to sell more 
freely small lots of prime oil from the dock 
at 26, however difficult it would be to secure 
a good sized lot at that price. The month of 
May is not usually a lively month in the tak- 
ings of lard for distribution, either pure or 
the compound, while this year there is an ad- 
ditional reason for the reserved feeling among 
buyers from the slack look of the speculation 
in the hog product, and the fact that while it 
does not go materially cheaper at any time, 
yet it lacks the force of outside speculative 
demand to arrange it permanently on a bull- 
ish course, and nothwithstanding that the 
world’s visible supply of lard has decreased 
for the month 10,000 tes. With more life to 
the trading in the hog product the oil position 
would at once become healthier, and through 
its effect upon demands for compound lard, 
which latter, while held at the recent quoted 
rates by reason of the cost to make it from 
the values of the cotton oil and the oleo 
stearine, needs a greater stimulus to the pure 
lard itself to bring about more vigorous de 
We do not think 
that the position of the tallow market has 
had further influence this week. The beef 
fat product is about on a bottom basis, al 
though it may sag a little further, or io 4 
for city in hogsheads, but the exporters of it 
have bought considerably latterly, taking 
about 1,500 hhds., and it looks as though 
they would clean the market, since they have 
got to get most of their tallow supplies for- 
ward within a month, in their usual disposi 
tion to avoid handling of the beef fat product 
in the hot weather, through which the quality 
of course suffers in some degree.

The soap 
men, those using cotton oil chiefly, have not 
heen upset over taking the seed product by 
the recent decline in tallow; they must have 
essentially most largely cotton oil, while it is 
yet attractively cheaper than tallow; there- 
fore they are taking off grade oils wherever 
they can get them at the mills at old prices, 
but their buying is necessarily less because 
there is a much smaller and steadily dimin- 
ishing quantity to be had, and particularly 
so at points most favorable for transporta- 
tion. While the prime oils may depend more 
upon home trade wants than in usual sea- 
sons, as distinct from an export interest, and 
by reason of their comparatively moderate 
stocks, and the decidedly off grade oils unon 
the Western soap demands, yet a good off 


grade would be better encouraged for 
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strength at once if it had the usual sources 
of export inquiry, those that are as well sat- 
isfied with that class of goods as prime, and 
which it is believed will show themselves as 
quite free buyers before the season closes. 
Essentially now the production is of good off 
and lower grades, and chiefly the latter, 
while daily it is becoming more insignificant 
with the mills closing and of reduced quality. 
North Carolina seems to be about the only 
point in the near Atlantic sections turning 
out even a limited quantity of prime crude 
at present. The Valley probably has a fair 
quantity of low grade oil, but in all other 
sections the supplies generally are of that or- 
der that a moderately quickened demand 
from any quarter would soon take them up 
and bring about better prices. Up to Thurs- 
day the sales here had been 500 bbls. prime 
crude, in lots, at 22@22\4; 400 bbls. crude at 
21wa@22, but difficulty in getting at the lat- 
est 22; 1,750 bbls. good off yellow at 25, 2514 
(25%, chiefly at 254%; 600 bbls. prime yellow, 
in lots, at 26; 500 bbls. ditto at 264%, S00 bbls.

WATERPROOF GLUE. 

Ginue may be rendered impervious to water 
by admixture of linseed oil. The glue is first 
soaked in warm water and then melted at a 
moderate temperature in linseed oil, or else 
a litre of glue solution is simply mixed with 
100 ©. m. of linseed oil. In the latter case a 
slight addition of nitric acid is recommended 
to keep the mixture liquid. A little borax will 
protect the glue from putrefying.—Oil and 
Colourman’s Journal,

TALLOW.—After a steadier closing last 
week at 44% for city in hogsheads upon the 
development then of an increased export 
trade, and when freight room was engaged 
for 1,500 hhds., of which S50 hhds. went out 
as then reported, the market with the begin- 
ning of this week fell back into a tame posi 
tion again by reason of the unsatisfactory 
condition of the English market, private ad 
vices concerning which represented dullness 
and a generally tame order of affairs. In- 
deed this lack of stability to affairs in Eng- 
land it was supposed accounted for the ab- 
sence of the usual weekly public sale in Lon- 
don on Wednesday, with the indisposition to 
trust offerings upon the poor exhibition of de- 
mand there and which had been shown pre 
viously in the small amount sold, There were 
on Monday of this week offers to sell city in 
hogsheads at 44%, with some 300 hhds. put 
under refusal at that price, but from. which 
nothing resulted, but one lot of 50 hhds. sold 
then at 4%. On Tuesday a decline of 1-16 
came about when sales of 200 hhds. city were 
made for export at 4 1-16, and more could 
have been obtained at that price. On Wednes- 
day a small lot, 25 hhds. city, was sold at 
4 1-16, while it looked then more as though 
the market would at length settle to 4; and 
this notwithstanding that after the large 
sales of the previous week and not much to 
sell this week. Whatever export demand has 
come from England latterly has not been gen- 
eral, but has been chiefly to supply the re- 
quirements of a lare soap house, while as this 
buying has been considerable the feeling here 
is that it may subside, from that quarter, 
while with the present tame look of the for- 
eign advices not much demand from other 
sources there can be at once expected. Yet 
it would seem that if England must have tal- 
low extensively further to make up from its 
shortened supplies, that it would show its 
hands pretty soon, since the warm weather is 
close at hand, and there is hardly longer than 
this month to get the major portion of their 
wants satisfied, or before the period when 
the tallow suffers more or less in quality. The 
home trade lets the market alone, while 
thinking that it is not likely to turn against 
them, and feeling that they have enough of a 
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supply in connection with their steady buying 
of country made lots to give attention over 
city a rest, particularly as they get about 250 
hhds. of the latter on contract deliveries every 
week. From present appearances it does not 
look as though the market would get in the 
near future under 4 for city, and that every- 
thing will be taken up either at that or at 
4 1-16, while up to the present time nothing 
has been done under 4 1-16. The country 
made is arriving in a very moderate way, 
while it is at rather irregular prices with the 
soap trade buying it conservatively, and the 
melters sending it forward rather reservedly 
in expectations of changed conditions of trad- 
ing. There have been sales of 225,000 Ib 
country made, in lots, at 4@4%, as to quality. 
Some of the city, in hogsheads, on contracts 
for the week have already gone in at 4 1-16, 
and to-morrow, Thursday, will finish the de- 
liveries of them for the week, amounting to 
250 hhds., and they will probably all go in at 
4 1-16. The West from time to time sends 
here asking refusals on city in hogsheads; it 
has done this all the way down of the declin- 
ing tendency from 4%, to 4 1-16, and at no 
time has it furnished a buying order, but has 
turned about as it got the refusals and of- 
fered its own tallow at corresponding deliver- 
ing prices, and which latter seems to have 
been the motive in getting refusals here. 


On Thursday there had been a little further 
done in city in hhds., at 4 1-16; it was slack 
with offers to sell at 4 1-16. The contract de 
liveries for the week all went in at 4 1-16. The 
only sale of city here for the day was 50 hhds.,

OLEO STEARINE.—There has been a 
slow look to trading here this week, while 
the market, although rather easy, has hardly 
further changed. The lard refiners seem tem- 
porarily fairly well supplied, while their 
Wants for consumption are less since the com- 
pound lard trading has become very slack. 
City quoted at 5%, while 75,000 Ib out-of- 
iuwn and city have been sold at 5%. At the 
West there have been 250,000 Ib taken in 
Chicago and St. Louis at 5%, which is the 
closing market. 

LARD STEARINE.—There is nothing go- 
ing on here, while the feeling over prices is 
necessarily uncertain. Quoted at about 5% 
for Western. 

GREASE.—There has been no improve 
ment to demands this week. The decline in 
tallow does not affect grease as much as 
usual, since the supplies of desirable grades 
of it are not large, with not much coming in 
from the West. Prices are a little uncertain 
at present, but are about for A white 4a4\, 
B white at 3%, yellow at 34.@3*%, bone and 
house at 3%@3%.

box weighs 10 kilos. and contains twenty-five 
packets. Some of the packets contain four, 
five, and some six candles, but the 
weight of each packet is identical. Of com- 
mon soap, 25,000 to 30,000 boxes are also 
made here monthly. Each box contains twen- 
ty-seven pieces, but there are four different 
sizes of pieces, and the weight of a box varies 
from 3 to nearly Y kilos, 

“Glycerine is also produced, and this article 
finds a little outlet locally to small fancy soap 
makers and for lubricating purposes, but the 
bulk has to be exported.

“The price of the candles is about $17 to 
$18 a box, except when Rio makes heavy com- 
petition. The price of soap is from $1800 per 
box of 3 kilos. to $5600 or $5800 per box of 
SY, kilos. The tallow used at this factory 
comes from the River Plate, as the cost works 
out cheaper than that of the native article 
from Rio Grande do Sul. There are three 
boilers. Caustic soda, to the extent of about 
30 drums per month, always comes from Eng- 
land, the stuff used being about 72 per cent. 
Sulphuric acid is bought from a local maker, 
and is said to be almost as good as English; 
German acid was tried, but required several 
times the quantity to give the same effect. It 
has been decided to close this factory, part of 
the machinery having been sold to the big 
candle factory at Rio, and part to the soap- 
boilers here. 

“Candles—There is a large quantity of 
stearine candles manufactured in the country, 
equivalent, it is estimated, to something like 
one-half the consumption, the other half be- 
ing furnished by imports, chiefly from Bel- 
zium, English candles being too dear. Fa- 
vorite marks are the ‘Apollo’ and ‘Clichy,’ th« 
latter being the cheaper of the two.”

We have published matter in a recent issue 
in regard to Danish inhibitions of meat. We 
publish the following official information just 
received from Copenhagen as confirmatory of 
what we have already said on the subject: 

Fresh beef and pork can not be imported 
into the kingdom of Denmark, it being pro- 
hibited by royal decree of June 13, 1896. 

Salted meats can be imported without any 
certificate.

Cured hams and hog products can be im- 
ported when accompanied by a United States 
government inspector’s certificate, such as 
that issued by the Bureau of Animal Industry 
of the Department of Agriculture. <A certifi- 
cate of microscopic inspection is not required. 

From time to time we shall publish the re 
quirements of the foreign governments as the 
information based on our inquiries as to the 
requirements of those governments concern- 
ing American meats is in hand. With some 
of them the whole matter is now under ad- 
visement and revision and our trade will have 
to patiently await the slow action through the 
channels of continental officialdom, 


In Switzerland. 

The Swiss government only requires that all 
meats entering Switzerland from America 
shall bear the original government certificate 
known in the United States as the “‘white cer- 
tificate.”” No other certificates are necessary.

AUSTRALIAN BUTTER TRADE. 


Consul-General 





Stowe, at Cape Town, 
Africa, submits the following statistics rela- 
tive to the butter trade of Australia 
South Africa: 

“The largest consignment of butter in one 
(700 tons) which ever left Australia 
recently sailed in the Austral for England. 
The India had also on board 438 tons, so that 
in one week Melbourne has earned the credit 
of sending out the largest shipment of fresh 
butter which ever left any port in the world. 
Including a small

consignment for Cape 


Town, the shipment comprised 54,000 boxes 


of butter. As an experiment 800 dozen eggs 
were included among the produce for this 
port. The value of the butter and some 20,- 
000 rabbits on board for England was $676,- 
443.50. 1 call attention to this for the reason 
that my efforts to induce the producers of the 
United States to ship butter has met with but 
little although, as mentioned in a 
recent report, butter has arrived in South 
Africa from the United States under Austra- 
lian marks. The total import of butter into 
South Africa (with the exception of Portu- 
territory) for 1898 was 5,782,017 
pounds, against 5,901,455 pounds for 1897; 
showing a decrease.”

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Obadiah Sands, Butter Maker. 

“The saying, ‘When the cows come home,’ 
means something to Obadiah Sands of Illi- 
nois,” said a citizen of that State. “It re- 
quires the coming home of 120,000 cows to 
supply the milk with which he make his an- 
nual output of butter. He made and sold 
14,000,000 pounds of butter last year, and re- 
ceived $2,500,000 for it. Of course he didn’t 
stand and agitate the churn dasher that 
thrashed all that butter out; but the em- 
ployees of the 160 creameries that he owns 
and controls managed to churn it. Obadiah 
Sands is the largest butter producer in the 
world, and twelve years ago he began with 
one small creamery. Now it requires twenty 
carloads or more than 600 tons of salt to salt 
the butter he turns out every year and 600U 
farms to support the cows that furnish the 
milk. Obadiah Sands is only a hayseed citi- 
zen, but he is doing quite well.”’-—New York 
Sun,

HIDES.—Last week closed with sales of 
about 15,000 at full prices on every grade, 
leaving but very little stock in the hands of 
the packers with the exception of a few heavy 
native cows; March slaughter has entirely 
disappeared, and with the exception of some 
heavy April cows and about 4,000 native 
steers, the entire slaughter of April has also 
disappeared. This is a most remarkable 
showing, and it goes without saying that the 
packers are very stiff on their ideas of value; 
no sooner is a sule made of a grade than im- 
mediately the price is advanced one-quarter. 
And how long the tanners will continue to 
purchase at the upper tendency is now the 
open question, Native steers hang fire, and 
while a few cars of late April and early May 
have changed hands at 12c, still the tanners 
are not falling over one another in purchas- 
ing April take-off at 12¢. The packers, how- 
ever, are aggressive and very confident for 
l2c. for the remaining stock of April steers, 
there being so few on the market. A good 
many tanners, however, of native steers and 
cows prefer to wait for the later slaughter, 
aus they would a great deal sooner purchase 
the free of grub hides than hides with a cer- 
tain percentage of grubs. There are, how- 
ever, some tanners who are always on the 
lookout for a cheap lot of hides, and while 
prices to-day—l2c.—may seem too high for 
them, still when June hides are sold on a cut 
selection, they will get accustomed to the 
high prices and prefer to buy the April and 
May hides where they can get a proportion af 
grubs. Some few sales this week: Heavy 
Texas, 12c.; lights 11%c., and extremes at 
lle; late February butts, sold at 114%4c, while 
Mays sold at 11%c; Colorados have again 
sold at lle. 

The sheepskin market is without change. 
The packers as soon as they have anything to 
offer find some puller or dealer who is willing 
to clean them out, Some early shearlings 
have been sold at 35c.; wool pelts, about the 
same figure, running from $1.00 to $1.15.

Mr. Barnett’s firm was one of the very last 
to goin, All of the options have been accept- 
ed subject to appraisement and = valuation. 
That is, it is agreed that the values will be 
declared by a board of valuators and that its 
final statement will be accepted by each con- 
cern entering the combine. This board of sur- 
vey is constituted thusly: The concerns join- 
ing the trust appoint one valuator, the under- 
writers designate another. All values agreed 
upon by these two will be entered and aeccept- 
ed as final. Where such agreement cannot be 
reached the two original appraisers appoint a 
third man; failing to agree upon a third party, 
that difficulty is to be overcome by the ap- 


pointment of the third valuator by the district 
judge. The appraisements are to all be in 
and the properties turned over to the corpora 
tion by the 1st of July next.

The busi 
ness condition which made it possible is the 
fact that no money has been made by the up 
per leather tanneries since 1898. At that time 
the russet shoe came into existence.

Many of these lines were useless from a 
commercial standpoint.

“The appraisers are appointed in the man 
ner agreed upon,” said Mr. Morris Barnett, 
when approached by a representative of The 
National Provisioner on the subject, “to keep 
water out of the stock. It was intended to 
eapitalize at $100,000,000, but wiser heads 
had the figure fixed at $70,000,000, divided as 


follows: $30,000,000 7 per cent. cumulative 
preferred stock and $40,000,000 common 
stock. Each member can take cash for his 


interest, or he can take equal blocks of pre 
ferred and common stock for it. We now have 
85 per cent. of the upper leather interests in 
the United States in the consolidation. We 
held out a long time because of a fear of stock 
watering and an overloading of values. But 
when the method of appraisement was settled 
upon we felt safe.” 

“The plan of the new corporation will be to 
make one kind of leather at one tannery and 
another kind of leather at another. The fac 
tories will be operated on the same principle. 
The concern will broaden out its business by 
sending representatives a broad in its inter 
ests.”

(Concluded from last week.) 


How Imported Meat is Treated in Some 
Other Countries Outside of Germany. 
SWITZERLAND.—By resolution of the 
Federal Council of December 1, 1893, article 
100 of the ordinance of October 14, 1887, was 

changed as follows: 

Section 1. Fresh meat from eattle, sheep, 
goats or hogs may be admitted to importa- 
tion under the following conditions: 

(a.) As for cattle, not, however, for calves, 
the importers have to produce the whole ani- 
mal, either in halves or in quarters, for in- 
spection by the veterinary surgeon.  Filets 
and prime ribs may be subjected for examina- 
tion as such. The lungs have to be attached 
to the forequarters. 

(b.) Calves, sheep and goats shall only be 
examined if the whole carcass with lungs and 
liver attached is produced, but calf tongues, 
liver and kidneys may be examined by them- 
selves. 

(c.) At the importation of fresh pork the an- 
imal has to be produced in whole carcasses, 
or in halves with the lungs and liver attached. 
If the hams are cut off they have to fit ac- 
curately to the balance of the animal to be 
imported simultaneously. 

(d.) Importation is only permitted at custom 
offices, especially appointed for such importa- 
tion, and provided with an official veterinary 
surgeon. Inspections have to take place at 
times especially provided for. 

(e.) For the purpose of admission to custom 
treatment and of the examination by the sur- 
geon, of meat mentioned above under a, b and 
c the same has to be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate, in which the veterniary surgeon of the 
producing country testifies to the health of 
the meat and to its provenience from an ani- 
mal not infected by a contagious or infectious 
disease. If the meat comes from a place 
where there is no official examiner of animals 
not only a certificate from a licensed veteri- 
nary surgeon but also a certificate of the 
mayor of the city is required. All meat passed 
as healthy by the veterinary surgeon is to be 
sealed or marked. Bad meat or such that is 
unfit for food is to be rejected, and if neces- 
sary to be destroyed at the expense of the pro- 
prietor. 


(f.) Persons who live in border districts may 
import meat or preparations of meat up to the 
weight of eight pounds without examination 
by a surgeon, provided they can prove that 
the meat is not destined for commercial pur- 
poses, but ordered by the receiver for his use. 


The same family can not receive the same 
privilege twice within twenty-four hours. 
(g.) The peddling with imported fresh meat 
is prohibited. 
Sec. 2.

The importation of meat coming 
dogs, or cats, is prohibited. 
See. 3. Sausages, if fresh, or only lightly 
smoked, are not admitted to official inspec- 
tion unless provided with a certificate like 
that mentioned in section 1, e. 

Sec. 4. Fresh or lightly smoked pork, but 
for the purpose of transportation strongly 
salted, may be admitted to examination in 
large pieces, provided they come from a place 
which is at least thirty miles from the Swiss 
border and are accompanied by a certificate as 
provided in section 1, e. 

See. 5. Meat and sausages, if packed in- 
sufficiently or uncleanly, will be rejected. 

See. 6. Salted and smoked meat can be ad- 
mitted with such a certificate provided by its 
general appearance, color, flavor and otherwise 
is shown that the process of salting or smok- 
ing was a thorough one. 

Sec. 7. Meat destined for transit, kids, rab- 
bits, gume, poultry and fish, salami and sim- 
ilar smoked or dried preparations, meat ex- 
tracts and preserved meat in bottles or metal 
cans are exempt of sanitary inspection at the 
importation into Switzerland. 

See. 8. If meat is sent by mail, it has also 
to be accompanied by a regular certificate. 

On December 5th, 1898, the following ad- 
ditions were ordered in reference to the im- 
portation of preserved meat and lard: 

(a.) Lard and meat, if salted, or salted and 
lightly smoked, and evidently destined for 
traffic, which is to be judged from its quanti- 
ties and packing, can only be imported at 
such railroad custom offices where a veteri- 
nary surgeon is attached and only at regular 
office hours. In cases of doubt an examina- 
tion has to be made. 

(b.) The examination has to be extended not 
only to the general sanitary conditions of the 
merchandise, but also to the existence of 
borax and boracic preparations. The exam- 
ination for borax or preparations therefrom 
has to be performed according to the pre- 





scribed methods, if necessary, with the 
sistance of a chemist. 

(c.) Lard and meat, where borax or prepar- 
ations therefrom are proved, excluded 
from importation. 

(d.) The veterinary surgeon may take all 
the time he requires for such examination 
and the merchandise can not be admitted for 
transportation unless with his license. 

(e.) If the chemical analysis shows the ex 
istence of borax or preparations therefrom 
the importer has to pay the expense; other- 
wise the Federation. For every package ad- 
mitted to chemical examination the importer 
has to deposit 20 franks (about $4) for the 
payment of the chemist, provided borax or 
preparations are found. If not, the whole 
amount has to be returned to the depositor 
and the bill to be paid by the government. 

Some Statistics. 

Tables annexed to the government report 
show that the United States imported into 
Germany in double hundred weights 77,678 in 
1893, 142,261 in 1894, 168,354 in 1895,-142,- 
366 in 1896, 277,759 in 1897, and 472,142 in 
1898, out of a total of 166,008 in 1893, 275,- 
880 in 1894, 331,971 in 1895, 266,958 in 1896, 
479,840 in 1897, and 835,963 in 1898. The 
next highest importation into Germany of 
fresh meat came from the Netherlands, 178, 
231 in 1898, and then from Denmark, 112,264 
in 1898. Sausages were imported from the 
United States in 1897, 10,862 double hundred 
weight, out of a total of 18,509, and in 1898 
32,823, double hundred weight, out of a total 
of 43,497.

BALTIMORE FERTILIZER MARKET. 


The month past has shown a good regula: 
distribution of ammoniates and prices wel! 
sustained. Concessions by dealers early last 
week met an unexpected increased demand 
with the result of large sales and an immedi 
ate rebound. A heavy inquiry for blood for 
export has had the effect of materially 
strengthening sellers’ views for this article, 
us ata slight decline from present quotations 
any surplus would be absorbed for foreigu 
markets, What engages attention specially 
uow is that, notwithstanding the depression 
in the cotton region this winter and reported 
reduction in demand from that section for 
ummoniates, there should be no stock of tank 
age or blood left at producing markets on the 
Missouri river, while the contrary condition 
existed a year ago with a better demand then 
from the South than this year, 

Seeking the cause, it is noted that produc 


tion has not been less; and that the western 
market for fertilizer is broadening, and much 
of the packinghouse product now goes direct 
to the farmer for home manipulation. But 
this is not enough. It may prove to be an- 
other instance of the demand overtaking the 


supply of a great staple. and that we are on 
the eve of a decided appreciation in the values 
of animal matter, just as has happened dur- 
ing the past six months in the market for 
phosphate rock. It is a fact that Europe has 
developed a great scarcity of home product, 
or has largely increased her needs of am- 
moniates, else why the advance in price of 
sulphate of ammonia and the heavy takings 
of blood from this side. These latter we esti- 
mate amount to from 7000 to SOOO tons since 
last July, and during the same period, on ac 
count of the high prices, the United States 
has imported 3000 to 4000 tons less of sui- 
phate of ammonia than in either 1896 or 1897. 
Much stress was laid two years since upon the 
enormous product of garbage tankage. This, 
however, all seems to be needed and to have 
little effect upon the course of prices. The 
conclusions we draw are, that with a market 
bare of stocks, with a largely increased home 


demand, with the prospect of heavy export of 
blood at or near present market prices, with 
high prices of sulphate of ammonia, and with 
the very uncertain dependence on the fish 
catch there is a fair probability of higher 
prices ruling throughout the remander of the 
year. 

The price of nitrate governs the situation 
very slightly, as few manufacturers here can 


use if advantageously to any great extent as 
a substitute for animal matter.

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LEGISLATURE INFLUENCERS. 

There is a vast difference between clap-trap 
and solid reasoning. There is also difference 
to thinkers between the noisy presentation of 
a case by agencies of no recognized standing 
and by influences which influence. Legis- 
lation is a sensitive thing and must be 
handled adroitly and tenderly by known and 
skillful hands to prevent that fatality which 
main strength and awkwardness inflict upon 
bills. We have advised the trade all over the 
country to discreetly select those who frame, 
present, introduce, and steer the measures of 
relief songht. This is absolutely necessary 
to success. Legislation and legislators have 
to be approached in the most careful man- 
ner and be handled in the most diplomatic 
way through the best selected, and most 
skilled agents so as to influence favorable at- 
tention at the satrt, and win the desired re- 
sult in the end. The blusterer and calamity 
howler is naturally shunned by shrewd 
and able men. The case presented often fails 
of success because of the weakness given to 
it by the sort of personality presenting and 
urging it. We say this in a general way be- 
cause of the il!-luck and the causes producing 
it to many needed legislative reliefs to mar- 
ket men everywhere. There are strong men 
in the associations and there are weak ones. 
The latter are generally noisy. The still hunt 
of the big man is the winning one in all 


things. 


THE GLOBE-TROTTING COUPON. 

The trading stamp is belting the world and 
is getting belted by the world as it goes. 
There must be something radically wrong 
about a thing which creates enemies out of its 
friends and leaves a host of uplifted toes in 
its wake. The trading stamp incubus is 
wrong in commercial principle. Besides -this 
defective character, it is further discounted by 
the unscrupulous methods of the canvassers 
and the business agents of most of these con- 
cerns. There is no scheme of the time-pay- 
ment imposter, or the intrepid book fiend 
which has been so persistently attacked or so 
universally pursued as this coupon imposition, 

It is not fought by those who do not use it, 
but by those who do. It is detested when 
once tasted. Let it go to China and stay 
there. 

The people of Kent and Union avenues, 
Brooklyn, are complaining of the nuisance of 
driving herds of cattle through the streets 
during the day. The ordinance provides that 
cattle shall be driven through only in the wee 
hours of the morning, except by special per- 
mit. This seems a hard ordinance on the 
eattlemen, whose trains only get in “after 
hours.” It would be cruel to have these 
tired cattle stand all day and nearly all night 
before they can be taken from their packed 
compartment in the train. 


THOSE ICE BILLS. 

This is the schedule which will govern the 
sale of ice to the housekeepers and the trade 
at Reading, Pa.: 

To retail and family trade—Five pounds 
daily, 30 cents per week; 10 pounds daily, 45 
cents per week; 15 pounds daily, 55 cents per 
week; 20 pounds daily, 65 cents per week; 40 
to 100 pounds, 30 cents per 100 pounds. 

To saloons, butchers and ice cream dealers, 
20 cents per 100 pounds. 

The ice manufacturers will charge $2.50 per 
ton of 2000 pounds, at the plant. 

The butcher can cast his eyes over it and 
answer for himself whether he can not make 
ice for himself and then deliver it also to his 
meat customers for home purposes at at least 
a third less than the tariff charged in the 
above schedule. But, then, the butcher will 
say, “As soon as I begin selling and making 
for myself the companies will break their 
necks getting down to ruinous prices.” Ad- 
mit it, for the sake of argument. It is worth 
keeping a small plant on hand even if it is 
idle as a menace to fetch down the price of 
ice and keep it down. If you can hold this 
lever over the head of an ice company and 
thereby compel him to sell you and your meat 
customers at half the price, you get your own 
ice much cheaper, save the cost of running 
your plant, and cause your customer to have 
more money left in her hands with which to 
trade with you or your kind. We once knew 
a company in another line to have a ‘‘menac- 


, 


ing machine,” with which to keep down the 
price of skewers. He would not sell even to 
the trust. If he had, skewers would have 
gone up and he would have required more 
capital to run his own business. When the 
combine talked a rise in skewers he pointed to 
the old machine and said he thought he'd 
soon start up. There is a schrewd business 
mora! in all this. It is the killing power of 
the silent force. The whole trouble with the 
retail trade in so far as it relates to market- 
men is that the people in it are the most di- 
vided and the worst organized tradesmen in 
the country. The ice bills of butchers show 
how mechanical and careless this indifferent 
class of retailers are in regard to their big 
ice bills. Some thought in this line would 


save much annual expense. 


Electric Butter. 


We've had artificial eggs, and beefsteak 
out of the residue of the brewer’s malt tank. 
Now we may have butter without the assist- 
ance of a cow. 

A Baltimore inventor went out in the fields. 
He saw the grass there, and saw the milker 
eating it. He said: “The milk is in the pro- 
vender. That cow is only a factory. I'll 
make an artificial cow and use the same water 
and food. Then I'll make butter, and it will 
not be tuberculous stuff either.” 

He adopted electricity as his powerul disin- 
tegrating agent. He kept up his investiga- 
tion with interesting results, which may or 
may not produce real cow butter. 


He discovered first that the peculiar char- 
acteristic traits of different varieties of but- 
ter, cheese, etc., were owing to two general 
causes. One was the kind of food on which 
the cow was fed; the other was the kind of 
microbe nourished at and by the roots of the 
plant which furnished the food to the cow. 

Armed with these two secrets, he began his 
work, which consisted in extracting and then 
assembling the same products which are usu- 
ally brought about by nature. 

He succeeded in producing from the vege- 
table kingdom oils which differed very slight- 
ly from those of the animal kingdom. Having 
gone thus far, the next step was to change 
the vegetable oil by giving it the same chem- 
ical constitution as that possessed by the ani- 
mal article desired—in other words, to make 
the anima! butter oil out of grass, corn and 
similar vegetable substances. 

The secret in this part of the process the in- 
ventor found to consist in the fact that animal 
and vegetable carbohydrates strongly resem- 
ble each other. The differences which are 
found in oils are nearly all owing to the ni- 
trogenous sheaths in which the globules of oil 
are contained. Thus to this sheath is due the 
tallowy mutton, as well as all the rank odors 
of many vegetable oils. 

When oils are extracted by heat or the me- 
chanical violence of pressure, the deleterious 
nitrogenous characteristics of the globule 
sheaths are imparted to the oil globules them- 
selves, and no art can separate them after- 
ward. Here comes in the great discovery in 
the use of electric light. 

It was found that when these oils and fats 
were subjected to the radiant energy of pow- 
erful electrical light, the nitrogenous sheaths 
were shriveled, and their contents put in a 
condition to be milked out or extracted by a 
gentle pressure, without being contaminated 
by the characteristics of the animal or plant 
itself. 

Another effect was also produced. What- 
ever microbe was associated with any par- 
ticular oil or fat was killed by the actinic 
power of the light, thus leaving the article 
free from any of its native microbes, and 
ready to be used as a culture medium for any 
desired microbe. 

The process does not end with the treat- 
ment of fats and oils, but is applied to all the 
flesh of animals, as well as of fish, crabs, 
oysters, fruits and vegetables. 

It was found that the application of the 


radiant energy from the electric light pro- 
duced peculiar and wonderful effects on all 
these substances. Fresh meat was made 
rigid and hard as wood. It could then be 
ground or pulverized into powder, and, this, 
when put into water, would swell up and 
when cooked would have the substance and 
good qualities of meat.

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English Discoveries in European Sausages. 
(From the Lancet.) 

The composition of the sausage is not only 
complex, but it is often obscure. In this 
country the preparation of this (as it should 
be) useful article of food is confined to the 
employment of minced beef and pork. The 
only exception probably is the so-called “black 
pudding” which is made with pig’s blood and 
perhaps some heart and kidney. 

Abroad, however, the sausage is compound- 
ed of a much wider range of substances. 
These include brains, liver and horseflesh. 
The last substance is generally considered re- 
pugnant, while of course it is fraudulent to 
sell sausages as beef or pork containing 
horseflesh. Occasionally, however, sausages 
do not contain meat at all, but only bread 
tinged with red oxide of iron and mixed with 
a varying proportion of fat. The remarkable 
feature of horseflesh is the high proportion of 
glycogen which it contains, and this fact en- 
ables the presence of horseflesh to be de- 
tected with some amount of certainty. The 
test which depends on a color reaction with 
iodine has recently been more carefully 
studied and with more satisfactory results, 
so that the presence of 5 per cent. of horse- 
flesh in sausages can be detected. 

At present there is no legal provision for a 
standard in regard to the composition of sau- 
sages, but clearly there ought to be. Limita- 
tions should be laid down as to the amount of 
bread used, as to the actual proportion of 
meat substances present, and as to the color- 
ing matters added to give an attractive ap- 
pearance of fresh meat. Sausages are ex- 
tremely liable to undergo decomposition and 
become poisonous owing to the elaboration of 
toxic substances during the putrefactive pro- 
cess. Bad or rancid fat is very liable to alter 
the character of a sausage for the worse. 
Thus in some instances the use of bad or 
rancid lard has rendered the sausage after 
a time quite phosphorescent, an appearance 
which indicates, of course, an undesirable 
change. The smoked sausage is a much safer 
article of diet than the unsmoked sausage, 
since the curing process preserves the meat 
substances against decomposition by reason of 
the empyreumatic bodies present in the wood 
smoke which is used for this purpose. 





The Origin of Butter Factories. 

The prevailing belief is that co-operative 
dairies are due to American inventive genius. 
This is not the case, however. According to 
Willard, the author of “Dairy Husbandry,” 
an American farmer named Jesse Williams, 
first conceived the idea of association dairies 
in 1850. In Sheldon’s “Dairy Farming” also 
the origin is attributed to this same Jess 
Williams. He is said to have combined the 
milk produce from his own farm with that 
from his daughter’s in 1851. This at once 
suggested further combination, and the intro- 
duction of other persons as contributors, and 
“at the opening of the season in 1852 the 
original William’s factory commenced opera- 
tions.” As far as America is concerned, this 
is probably the best-authenticated instance on 
record of a co-operative cheese factory being 
established; but the system was practiced in 
the old country long before it was known in 
the new. Its first introduction is really due 
to the Swiss. This view is held by a Mr. A. 
Page, at one time United States consul in 
Switzerland, who was the founder of the 
first manufactory for condensed milk in Eu- 
rope, namely, that of the Aglo-Swiss Company 
at Cham, in Switzerland. In an English pub- 
lication called the “Milk Journal,” now ex- 
tinct—perhaps it was before its day—pub- 
lished on January 1, 1871, it is stated by 
Mr. Page that “in the village of Cham, on 
Lake Zug, a few yards from the works of the 
Anglo-Swiss Condensed Milk Gooner. stands 
a large cheese factory, built more than thirty 
years ago by a combination of farmers of that 
community. There are scores of similar fac- 
tories in Switzerland of much older date.” 


AMONG THE ASSOCIATIONS. 


The Retail Butchers’ Association of Utica, 
N. Y., at its meeting Thursday night of last 
week, appointed the committee to make the 
necessary arrangements for the forthcoming 
state convention of the New York State As- 
sociation, which convenes in Utica the first 
Monday in June. This committee consists of 
G. IL. Whiffen, G. Adam Sauer, and E. W. 
Ruesswig, all well known Association leaders. 

The Montreal (Canada) Butchers’ Associa- 
tion at an important meeting held last week 
stated that the question of Sunday sales at 
the local stock yards had not been settled. 
The matter is in the hands of the city law 
officers. The association decided to ask the 
inspection of scales as heretofore; it also ac- 
cepted an invitation to participate in the cele- 
bration of St. Jean Baptiste Day with the 
Parish of St. Joseph. 

The Retail Butchers’ Association, of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., will revive a good old custom 
which has been neglected in later years. It is 
the Butchers’ Field Day. This will be made 
a lively event next August, as the Rochester 
Association is planning a big time for that 
occasion. Among the many amusements for 
the day will be a beef killing contest. This 
will be competed in by experts from New 
York City, Buffalo and Chicago. There will 
also be horse racing, bicycle racing, and, of 
course, a spectacular street parade. To all 
this will, doubtless, be added dancing and 
other fun for the marketmen and their friends. 
The chairman of the Field Day Committee 
is Jacob Johnson. 


The United States Butchers’ and Meat Cut- 
ters’ Beneficial Association of Washington, 
D. C., has been incorporated at the Nation’s 
Capital. John Auth and others are the in- 
corporators, 

The Grocers’ and Butchers’ Association of 
South Bend, Ind., held an important meet- 
ing last week. Refreshments were served af- 
terwards. The members had a most enjoy- 
joyable time. Among the matters discussed 
was a resolution ordering those members who 
still used a certain telephone system to order 
the phone out of their markets, or resign from 
the association. Butchers have purposes with 
meat houses and make a mistake taking up 
every outside trade. 





Butchers Learn by Rate-Wars. 

The butchers in Nashville, Tenn., may get 
cold air cheap this summer if they can keep 
the ice concerns in a hot war. H. D. Best, 
manager of the People’s Ice Company, says: 
“We intend to stay in the trade here and 
compete with all comers. We will not use 
the coupon system because the price of ice 
may fluctuate so that the coupons would be 
useless. There may be a further cut in the 
price. There have been three cuts during the 
past two weeks. We stand ready to meet any 
eut.”’ 





Cestly Ancient Dinsers. 

Lucullus was very fond of fine dinners— 
more so than was good for him, in his later 
years. In early life he was one of the greatest 
of Roman generals, and at middle age he had 
kingdoms at his feet. But, like many public 
men of that period, he was pursued by envious 
enemies, and instead of making a_ stand 
against them, he gave up all his glory, and de- 
voted himself to idle luxury.

People who were intimate with him 
often tried to catch him unprepared, but no 
one ever succeeded. The most artful trap of 
all was set by Pompey and Cicero; but Lucul- 
lus was too sharp, even for the able men.—St.

Dear Meat in Cuba. 

Although the duties have been taken off of 
cattle entering Cuba, the price of meat, re- 
tail, in Havana is 40 cents per pound. There 
should not be a searcity of beef either, as 
20,000 head of cattle entered free of duty in 
April. This will net 16,000,000 pounds of 
meat at 800 pounds per carcass, or 533,333 
pounds of meat per day, which would feed 
over 500,000 people at one pound of beef each 
per day. 


Lamb with Eagle Claws. 

Mr. H. E. Gage, of Glendown, Brighton, 
Tasmania, has in his possession a lamb which 
was dropped near the Shannon, which has two 
developed and well-formed eagle-hawk claws 
growing on the skin of the near fore leg, be- 
tween the knee and the shoulder. The claws, 
which hang down, are firmly fixed on the 
skin, are about 1% inches in length, and are 
hard and perfect in every respect. The lamb 
is being kept carefully with a view to exhibi- 
tion. Perhaps some of our scientific readers 
may be able to give some explanation of this 
really wonderful freak of nature.

Eastern Senora Cattle Raising. 


Mr. Charles Clayburne, a cattle buyer of 
El Paso, Texas, lately returning from So- 
nora, Mexico, thus discourses of the pros- 
pects of the cattle industry in that country: 

“My object in visiting Sonora was to inves- 
tigate the chances of fattening cattle there. 
Of late years I have bought a good many 
range cattle in Arizona and Texas, and then 
shipped them north to be fattened. But it 
eats up the profits, and I want to arrange to 
have a ranch near where I buy the cattle, and 
from which they can be shipped in good 
condition. Stockmen in Arizona and Texas 
are asking too high prices for their cattle now, 
and all the best ranges have been taken up, 
but magnificent ranches can be bought in 
Sonora at a low figure, range cattle are also 
very cheap there, and my plan is to have an 
especially good range in reserve for cattle in- 
tended for the market. The result of my in- 
ee convinces me that cattle can be 
readily fattened in Sonora and the shrinkage 
from shipment of good stock will be compara- 
tively small. I am on my way back to Kan- 
sas City, but expect to return to Sonora be- 
fore long. I have other parties interested 
with me, and we are now negotiating for a 
ranch about forty miles from Oaxaca.”
